School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fremont: 

Your  committee  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for 
your  inspection.  All  our  schools  have  made  commendable 
progress  during  the  year.  The  attendance  has  been  good, 
and  a  fair  average  maintained.  With  one  or  two  exceptions 
we  have  had  but  little  trouble  in  keeping  the  children  in 
school  as  required  by  law.  The  teachers  have  all  been  faithful 
and  painstaking  in  their  work,  and  the  pupils  show  a  very 
marked  improvement  in  deportment  and  scholarship. 

In  many  towns  a  Parent-Teachers'  Association  has  been 
organized,  having  for  its  object  the  bringing  into  closer  touch 
parents  and  teachers,  and  all  interested  in  the  education  and 
development  of  our  children.  Meetings  are  held  in  which 
all  matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools  are 
discussed,  and  ways  and  means  for  educational  improvement 
suggested.  We  believe  such  an  organization  would  be  of 
great  benefit  here,  and  hope  steps  may  be  taken  early  in  the 
coming  year  to  carry  out  something  of  the  kind. 

Parents  and  teachers  should  become  better  acquainted,  and 
the  work  of  the  school  room  should  become  more  familiar  to 
those  outside. 

As  has  often  been  said  the  country  school  is  the  foundation- 
stone  of  this  Republic.  The  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction is  doing  a  great  deal  to  develop  and  increase  the 
usefulness  of  the  Rural  School  and  give  the  children  of 
the  small  towns  equal  privileges  with  those  of  the  cities, 
by  rendering  such  financial  aid  as  will  give  them  the  same 
length  of  schools.  Our  town  has  done  very  well  the  past 
two  years.  The  State  Superintendent  tells  us  that  our 
schools  compare  very  favorably  with  others  of  their  class,  es- 
pecially those  not  under  special  supervision.  With  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  every  citizen  we  may  reasonably  look  forward 
to  a  year  of  great  achievement  in  school  work. 
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We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  com- 
ing year:
